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“We  Are  Seven”  Captivates 
College  Hall  Audience 


Farce  Presented 
Tonight,  Tomorrow 

Ultra-modern,  side-splitting  com- 
edy virtually  brought  down  the  Col- 
lege Hall  ceiling  last  night  as  “We 
Are  Seven”,  second  drama  depart- 
ment production,  occupied  the 
campus  spotlight.  The  brisk  hum- 
or of  the  play,  the  capability  of  a 
large  cast,  and  the  familiarity  of  a 
New  York  setting  captivated  thea- 
ter-goers early  in  the  first  act  as 
the  story  unfolded  into  hilarious 
situations. 

Woven  about  the  theme  of  ideal- 
istic, rash  youth;  a plot  wholly  dif- 
ferent and  interesting  drew  such 
comments  from  an  enthusiastic  au- 
dience as  “clever”  - “unusual”. 
Scenery  was  refreshing  in  its  real- 
ism, especially  so  in  the  second  act 
when  the  action  is  taken  from  a 
law  office  to  the  library  of  a fash- 
ionable residence. 

Boy  Meets  Girl 

Set  first  in  a New  York  office, 
the  first  act  reveals  a dissatisfied 
young  office  worker  who  capitaliz- 
es on  practical  joking.  His  aimless- 
ness ends  suddenly,  however,  when 
the  sedate,  eccentric  old  maid  La- 
vinia  Connoughton  and  her  college 
niece  enter  for  assistance  from  dig- 
nified and  likeable  Colonel  Avery. 

Signal  credit  is  due  staff  workers 
for  make-up  and  scenery,  and  to 
director  Pardoe  for  a realistic  per- 
formance. Although  consensus  of 
opinion  had  it  that  the  beginning  of 
the  first  act  was  tense,  the  entrance 
of  Jack  Davies  as  the  Colonel  re- 
laxed both  cast  and  audience  as  the 
latter  began  a rift  of  laughter  which 
hardly  subsided  until  the  final  cur- 
tain. Aided  by  excellent  make-up, 
Davies’  characterization  of  the 
courtly  colonel  and  Leora  Curtis’ 
porirayal  of  the  Victorian  aunt 
dominated  the  action  throughout. 
Helen  Clark,  cast  suitably  as  the 
attractive  coed  and  Preston  Gled- 
hill  as  young  Peter  Avery  carried 
excellently  roles  of  import. 

James  Andrews,  portraying  the 
Irish  police  lieutenant  Sheean,  vir- 
tually stole  the  show  in  the  third 
act,  and  another  dialect  character, 
Harriet  the  maid,  was  effectively 
played  by  Beth  Evans.  Fae  Clark 
as  Dr.  Fanny  Grant  and  Lorraine 
Adams  as  butler  Fetter,  did  not- 
able characterization. 

For  an  extremely  pleasurable 
evening  of  entertainment,  the  "Y’ 
News  recommends  “We  are  Sev- 
en”, showing  tonight  and  tomor- 
row night.

Invitations  for  the  Sixth  Annual 
Convention  of  high  school  journal- 
ists at  Brigham  Young  university 
have  been  issued  to  53  high  schools 
throughout  the  intermountain  ter- 
ritory by  Professor  J.  M.  Jensen, 
acting  head  of  the  B.  Y.  U. 
journalism  department,  which  is 
sponsoring  the  gathering.  The  con' 
vention  will  be  held  Saturday,  De- 
cember 3,  in  Provo. 

The  contemplated  program  for 
the  convention  includes  talks  by 
prominent  Utah  newspaper  editors, 
executives,  and  reporters,  Profes- 
sor Jensen  states.  Special  sessions 
will  be  held  both  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  Saturday  afternoon  at 
which  panel  discussions  will  take 
up  various  problems  of  high  school 
journalism. 

Faculty  advisors  for  high  school 
papers  and  yearbooks  as  well  as 
editors  and  business  managers  of 
these  publications,  will  be  partici- 
pants in  these  sessions. 

Last  year  365  student  delegates 
and  66  faculty  representatives  at- 
tended the  conference  representing 
48  high  schools.  This  attendance 
figure  eclipsed  the  former  record 
of  286  in  1936.

This  signifies  that  a third  of  the 
student  body  are  now  in  the  fortun- 
ate position  to  learn  through  their 
faculty  adviser  the  results  of  their 
aptitude  and  personality  tests.  Con- 
sultations will  be  given  by  appoint- 
ment and  will  begin  soon  after 
Thanksgiving.  Students  will  be  no- 
tified of  the  consultation  dates. 

Practical  results  of  the  tests  are 
many.  Vocational  guidance  and  in- 
dividual personality  adjustment 
should  receive  valuable  attention.  A 
prognostication  of  the  scholastic 
abilities  of  the  student  is  indicated 
in  the  test  results.  Aptitude  in  ma- 
thematical or  literary  thinking  Is 
another  guide  coming  from  the 
tests. 

Test  results  are  strictly  confi- 
dential and  are  kept  only  for  the 
personal  benefit  of  the  student  to 
aid  him  in  selection  of  his  scholast- 
ic and  vocational  field  and  to  assist 
in  making  social  adjustments.

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Faculty  Faults 


About  this  time  of  the  year  the  faculty  begin  to  be  noticed, 
if  for  no  other  reason  that  they  realize  that  time  is  flitting  by 
and  so  far  the  alleged  students  have  not  learned  anything.  And 
so  they  pile  on  the  work. 

Little  would  The  Y News  dare  to  criticize  the  faculty,  but 
it  does  seem  as  if  some  suggestions  picked  up  on  the  fly  would 
aid  them  in  conducting  their  classes  more  profitably,  and  at 
the  same  time,  create  less  enmity  among  the  students. 

Everyone  knows  that  a professor’s  favorite  trick  is  to  let 
things  slide  for  the  first  four  or  five  weeks  of  the  quarter  only 
to  pile  on  the  work  during  the  middle  of  the  term  just  when 
most  of  us  want  to  cram  for  exams. 

Then  they  let  it  slide  again  for  a few  more  weeks  and  then 
again  make  tremendous  assignments  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

All  this  would  be  just  fine  if  we  were  only  taking  one 
class.  But  when  anywhere  from  four  to  eight  teachers  take 
the  same  notion  at  the  same  time,  it  works  a hardship  on  the 
entire  student  body.  Not  that  we  are  overburdened  with 
study,  but  then  anything  can  be  done  better  if  there  isn’t  six 
or  eight  other  things  to  do  at  the  same  time. 

And  if  the  faculty  think  that  they  are  being  unduly  point- 
ed at  with  shame,  we  could  mention  a number  of  things  which 
they  could  do  with  ease  that  would  make  the  university  a better 
place. 

To  name  but  a few:  there  is  the  practice  of  assigning 

the  same  reserved  book  to  a class  of  50  students ; there  is  the 
habit  of  some  to  hold  their  class  well  after  the  bell  has  rung, 
making  it  impossible  to  reach  the  next  class  on  time ; there  is 
the  practice  of  assigning  outside  reading  and  then  checking 
over  the  reserve  cards  to  see  if  the  students  have  done  their 
work;  and  then  there  is  just  the  practice  of  professors  coming 
to  class  unprepared. 

A lot  probably  won’t  be  done  because  of  the  students  not 
liking  the  way  the  faculty  handle  their  work,  but  at  least  this 
will  serve  to  point  out  to  our  teachers  that  they  are  not  perfect. 
And  don’t  think  that  the  students  would  not  appreciate  it  if 
some  of  these  obvious  faults  were  corrected.
